We are 
not sure about the day and the month, 
but it does not signify, because the 
whole. iction is speculative, and 
founded upon the same kind of basis 
as the false prophecies in relation to 
this matter which have deceived 80 
many people, and produced the extreme 
of utter disbelief in the minds of those 
who were led astray. | 

No man knoweth the day nor the 
hour when the Son of Man cometh,” 
is as true to day as when spoken by the 
Savior, But the wise’ may learn 
something concerning the period, and, 
by yiving attention to the signs of the 
times, take such a course that the day 
of the Lord may not overtake them as 
% thief in the night.” They may 
also obtain enough positive knowledge 
on this subject to enable them to de- 
tect the errors of those frequent prog- 
nosticators, who obtain the data from 
which to make up their conclusions 
from B:blical times and half. times, 


heads, horns, images and beasts. 

One thing is very certain to those 
who have learned of the Lord, and 
that is that the Second Advent” will 
not take place by the year 1880, because 


there are certain unfufilled events to 


transpire and specified works, yet un- 
finished, to be accomplished before the 
Lord will come. 

One of the chief things spoken of as 
a precursor of the end,” is found in 
the answer of Jesus to the question of 
his disciples, ‘* When shall these things 
be ? and what shall be the sign of th 
coming? and of the end of the world ?“ 
It is in Matthew xxiv. 14: And this 
Gospel shall be preached ‘‘for a wit- 
ness” of this event, and it must be 
preached as soch to all nations in all 
the world. The Latter-day Saints 
understand this, having a dispensation 
of the Gospel for this special purpose, 
as well as the gathering of the elect 
from the four winds” (that is from the 
east and the west, the nurth and the 
south) which also must be accomplished 
before the coming of the L::rd. 

Zion must be built up also, and the

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THE SPREAD OF SKEPTICISM. 


The rationalism and materialism of 
Europe and America seem to be 
spreading to the Orient. Japan is 
affected with the contagion. A mission- 
ary in that country writing to the 
Pacitic Methodist states his conviction 
that the great antagonist which Christi- 
anity will have to meet there is not 
Baddhism but skepticism. The young 
students in the higher schools are 

eading the works of Herbert Spencer, 
ohn Stuart Mill and Professor Dra 
per, and Japanese newspapers advocate 
sentiments similar to those of the 
modern school of materialism. ; 

Thedifficulty with therepresentatives 
of the various sections of Christendom 
will be their inability to cope with the 
arguments which these disciples of un- 
belief can advance, against their hydra- 
headed and many sided system. It is 
a dead Christianity which they have 
to offer to the eastern nations now 
awakening from the dreams of heathen- 
ism. That which they present for the 
acceptance of thoughtful Pagans is 
totally unlike the system set forth in 
the Bible which they carry, and from 
which they pretend to derive their 
doctrine, churches and authority. They 
find it impossible to stem the tide of 
infidelity that is rolling in upon their 


established positions, beld for many 


centuries and fortified by the traditions 
of ages. How then shallthey meet it 
in countries where they have no strong: 
holds, but where they are innovators 


and have no ground of vantage ? 

The great weakness of modern Christ- 
ianity is that its own advocates have 
but little real faith in it themselves, 
For some years past they have been. 
gradually abandoning points which 
were once pronounced essential and 
throwing aside dogmas which were. 
considered indispensible to salvation, 
Without a living, unswerving faith in 
their own hearts they can do little. 
towards persuading and convincing 
others. And unless something more 
vital and effective than what is called 
Christianity arises in strength, and

Tue CRUROH oF THE HOLY SeputcvHre.—The Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
is not one building, but a great many buildings under one roof, and within this 
geoup of buildings and under this roof are the supposed sites of the Hill of 
Calvary, where our Lord was crucified, and the garden of Joseph of Arinathsea, 
in which is the Holy Sepulchre wherein our Lord was laid. In addition to 
these places, there are about seventy sacred localities— all under the same roof, 
remember—including eighteen chapels belonging to different religious sects! 
The whole Church of the Holy Sepulchre is the joint property of the Greeks 
(who have the largest share), the Latins, Armenians, Syrians, and Copts. Now, 
if any one has ever thought to himself that if he weut to Jerusalem he would 
find the Hill of Calvary to be some green hill outside a city wall, he would be 
disappointed—it is in a church in the heart of ths city ; and if he thought he 
would find the Ho'y Sapulchre in a garden, he wonld be disappointed—it is 
now in a church.—‘‘ Tem Heriot,” Serial Story, in Little Folks Magazine.

THE GOSPEL, NON- NATIONAL. 

THE same be which makes the Gospel non-sectarian, determines that it 
must be nou-national ; it assorts the unity of the human race, however divided 
by prejudice, by design, by geographical lines, by language or by asserted 
individual interests. The great statement of holy writ is fundamental that 
„God hath made of one b/ood all“ nations of men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation” (Acts xxii, 26). Usurpers and designing men have used this 
diversity to foster feud, to fan the flames of jealonsy, and to perpetuate hosti- 
lity ; the people of one nation existing within some real or artificial limit, have 
been taught to believe that all outside of that boundary were inevitably ene: 
mies; and where language has formed a barrier against familiarity, misunder- 
stauding has been easily provoked, and hostile armies for plunder and con- 
quest have ravaged the earth, laying waste its homes, razing its cities, carrying 
captive the innocent, inaugurating carnage, desolation and death. 

Patriotism has been held to be fealty toja tyrant, destruction to an opponent, 
covered by and based upon imaginary or changing limits, as the fortunes of 
war might from time to time determine; through lust for power, through the 
love of conquest, for the gratification of the baser passions, men have mani- 
pulated the ignorant or mis-educated masses, and involved in the controversy 
of words, then arms, those who else would have dwelt in amity and peace. 
What though the Balkans or an ocean should divide our race, must natural 
‘barriers suggest natural enmity, and establish undying hate! . 

Pretexts the most flimsy have for ages been used to divide and rend asunder; 
passion (that arch enemy of peace,) has been the ready and willing servant of 
well concealed design, and slavery has been the fruit of the Upas yegetating in 
the lowlands of perverted nationality ; all this not in a barbarous age alone, 
not among the heathen only, but in ther full sunlight of civilization, and amid 
so-called Christian nations; thefgigantic forces of national modern life have 
drained the resources of the mightiest and proudest, and converted the precious 
labor of millions into materiel and munitions of war! 

Christian ministers have blessed the banners of contending legions ; Christian 
divines bave beseeched the heavens for the success of the national arms in well 
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known unholy and unrighteous warfare; and Christian chaplains have 
attended with religious rite and teaching the wounded, and buried with 
religious ceremony the wncounted dead, in the name of the divinely su called 
and appointed Prince of Peace ;” subterfuge and equivocation have given 
the lie to fact, and dragged myriads of victims bound and bloody to the dam- 
ning altar of a nation’s pride 

Most of the grievances between nations are artificial, most of the quarrels 
are based upon trifles, most of the wars which have been waged have quickly 
lost sight of the exciting cause, and ninety-nine hundredths of the whole 
might bave been avoided if those really moat interested had been consulted, 
instead of some 30 called authority, some ruler, Photentate, minister, or king; 
these have hid in many cases their own criminal acts behind the smoke and 
fire of battle, diverting the attention of ‘the betraye! millions by dezzling 
visions of national glory and professed respect for national honor! 

But the Guspel deprecates this spirit and repudiates this practice, it comes 
as the incarnated genius of peace, its trailing robe of gleaming white is un- 
sullied by the blood of hate, founded are its claims Kpon the fatberbood of 
God and the brotherhoud of the human race; its ringing anthem, peace on 
earth, good will to man;” its sublime prophecy reuching through the ages, the 
Lord ‘‘shal) judge among the nations and shall (yet) rebuke many people, 
and they shall beat their swords into ploughshares, and their spears into 
pruning hovks; nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more” (Isa. xi, 4). 

In the history of the past men have been swayed to battle through the 
holiest instincts of the human heart, religion has been made the stalkiny horse 
of priestcraft and the. bitterly libelled handmaiden of kingcraft; the subtle 
magnetism of oratory has been artfully enlisted by the craft of demagogues, 
and the nations have bent like the pliant willow before the richly adorned wad 
gorgeously concealed spectre of wounded pride and assumed offence ; heca- 
tombs of inen in many a fray have found inglorious graves, and mountain 
upon mountain of debt crushes with eternal and increasing incubus the groan- 
ing industrivs of mankind! Maddened humanity peering into the future 
discerns alone throngh revolution and anarchy deliverance from burthens toe 
grievous to be borne. 

That this whole practice and system is wrong, has been demonstrated by re 
Gospel in this age; experience bas placed the fact beyond controversy, witbout 
relegating the question to history, sacred or profane, past or to come, that now 
men gathered from every nation under heaven” can live in peace; there is 
nothing constitutional which leads to strife, nothing in culture, tradition, or 
habit but what readily becomes amenable to that quickened intelligence which 
the Gospel gives; nothing really necessary for human needs, interests, or 
destiny, but what can be secured without appeals to a ‘mistaken patriotism, or 
& perverted nationality un the field of blued; apparently conflicting and jarring 
elements can be harmonized, the intense and burning questions of a day or 
age only need to have thrown around them the light of heaven, and the 
subtleties of politicians, the diplomavy and craft of statesmanship(h, with the 
elfish views of the people, would vanish like the snow in summer time 

When a man becomes inspired by the power and spirft of the Gospel, he 
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ceases (in a partisan sense) to be an Englishman, a Frank, a Dane, an Ameri- 


can, he becomes a man, a unit of the one great family, a recognized and person. .. 


ally accepted son of the Highest; the barriers of clan, country, nation, fall 
before the spirit of the higher law ; he may love and from association cling to 
the place of birth, to the localized home of early youth, and measurably to the 


national institutions by which he was cultured and under which he lived ; but. 
general brotherhood involves a greater truth, sense of nation is merged into the 


cosmopolitan greatness belonging to a citizen of earth; the perverted and 
cramping rule of might is exchanged for the beneficent rule of right; and 
localized self expands into Love thy neighbor as thyself ;’ the narrow con- 
tracted kingdeius flee away before the establishment of that kingdom which. 
shall be universal in its sway, with power and authority cnongh to insist that 
all component parts of its grand whole shall honor true freedom, sustain all 
human right, administer unfailing justice, and assure abiding peace ! 
Organization may theh exiat, natural boundaries or language may measurably 


localize mankind, but these shall not be used to foster animosity and provoke —

to strife ; rivers and oceans may separate as heretofore, but white winged com- 


merce shall bear from nation to nation only the, arts, and appliances of peace; 
armies may exist, but they will be the organizations of industry and not as tbe 


serried hosts fer war; every man will be able to sit under his own vine and 
figtree and none shall molest him or make him afraid.”
